JL«nd Handloap-A Safe Craft. 


No Concussion, 


One of the -bluejackets aboard the U. 


S. refrigerator ship Celtic served 
throughout,the Spanish-American war 
in the crew of the Vesuvius. It was the 
Vesuvius that the people'to and about 
^Santiago alleged was throwing/earth- 
^uakes at ifchem. A complete descrip- 
liott \Hth picture of. the. Vesuvius, ha* 
l»een published In this/paper, BO that 
readers are familiar with Che remark- 
able craft, this bluejacket told on 
.Saturday of the service.. 


The eallor said that contrary to gen- 


eral belief, men were not at all chary 
about serving on the so-called dyna- 
mite cruiser. Ac a matter of fact there 
Jias~oot »>een*t^igte aecident of any 
.kind on the Yesuirtn* since she was 
.commissioned aeVenor eight years ago 
^and every- 'experiment -made with her 
ias toeen successful. She has stood not 
only the criticisms of the alarmists, 
i»mt every test to /which she has been 
.submitted. 
. , 
During all of-the naval operations in 


Cnban .waters, there was preserved tjje 
utmost secrecy concerning the move- 
ments aid use of the Vesuvius. Natur- 
ally the enemy .would be more anikms- 
io destroy her than to put out of the 
•way .any ship of the combined fleets. 
She was regarded-by the Spaniards 
with the utmost terror. 


It was only at 'night that the Ve- 


suvius was used and but a low more 
'than fifty shots were fired from her 
jthree guns. These pieces hurled, with 
the aid of compressed air, about 250 
pounds of guncotton ashore. The.lit- 
ite cruiser, nsras brought «p.under the 
.searchlights of the 'battleahips-guard- 
ing "the entrance to Santiago harbor. 
She would maneuver, get range, fire 
her three charges quickly and then 
jback off at full speedv According to 
this sailor, it would have been no 
trouble at all if the assignment had 
been the leveling of MOTTO castle, teri- 
Attted -by Spaniards alone, but all the 
time of the activity Hobson and his 
lellow heroes were in the prison. It 
Jias been definitely learned since the 
declaration of peace that the charges 
Janded by the Vesuvius did «reat dam- 
_age and inflicted considerable loss of 
life. Coming up under the searchlight 
she could be ranged at pleasure. She 
-could not .be seen from shore, for the 
lockouts^ were blinded by the' search- 
lighte. 
i This bluejacket said that he did not 
observe at any time any o^rvonsness

NEW YORK, Feb. 17.—A cable to the 


Sun from London says: In the House 
of Commons today John Dillon, Na- 
tionalist, asked ft it was true that the 
Government intended to- give £30,000

vl>ls new ' title. Sir 


Michael HIckv-Beaoh, Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, replied that it- was. He 
added that the money waa given in 
recognition of toe victory of Omdur- 
man, and that Parliament would short- 
ly be asked to vote the amount 


aboard the 'Vesuvius, .but" eiat,aTl 
seemed satisfied and only wanted to 
_get into an engagement. Very little 
concussion was felt on the firing the 
shots. The breeches of the guns are 
at the bottom of the skip and the 
mechanism is similar to that of a re- 
volver. The fixed charges are carried 
an a chamber of six compartments. The 
.firing is doue under direction from the 
conning tower, the same as on .any 
cruiser or battleship. 


The Vesuvius did not get a chance 


at any of the Oervera ships. On the 
day the rua was made by the Spanish 
Admiral the .dynamite cruiser was 
coaling at Guantanamo bay and was 
Able to get into the zone of the fighting 
only after every Spaniard was beached 
and burning.x The men who were 
aboard the earthquake heaver figured 
op the doctrine of chances exactly the 
same as did the men on any of the aux- 
iliary cruisers of the mosquito fleet 
boats. An eight-Inch shell would sink 
any of the class. Such a projectile, 
.striking amidships could do no more 
damage, practically, to the Vesuvius 
than to the Corsair, or HIsrt or even say 
the Beirnington. 
This bluejacket, a big Native Son of 


the Golden West, a graduate of a Cal- 
ifornia high school, said that he want- 
-ed to. come over to the Pacific to get 
away from the "Snow Diggers" on the 
Vesuvius. He says there is more feel- 
5ng between eastern and western men 
than between men of the North and 
South. The Atlantic fellows call the 
Western .boys "Slopers" and nag them 
all the time. But the Native Sons get 
even when they catch a "Snow Digger" 
oo a ship in the Pacific.

Bureau of Agriculture and Forestry to 
take effect at the end of the fiscal year, 
June 30th, next. 
In doing so, I am onl*. carrying out 


what I (have seriously contemplated for 
some months. 
I removed to these Islands for the 
purpose of engaging, in scientific and 
practical horticulture! and had entered 
•upon this work In an experimental 
•way, when this positidn was tendered 
me; and it was with the expectation of 
engaging In my chosen profession with 
better facilities than I could command 
personally that I accepted, as much as 
for the financial remuneration. Owing 
to various reasons, the necessary 
equipment for undertaking jthe work 
outlined has -not been provided. When 
I was about discouraged and on the 
point of taking the step aow proposed, 
on the 2nd of December last, a resolu- 
tion was passed by the Board, t» com- 
mence the equipment of an experiment- 
al station that might tie a credit to us, 
andl topt-ne.w.hope,, only to be^met 
ia disappohitinetit later.',

fairs, I can .neither do Justice 'to my- 
self or the Government, and it will be 
best for me to resume my chosen work 
in a private capacity, where I yet hope 
I may be of servlce'indirectly to my 
adopted country, by aiding in the de- 
velopment of her wonderful agricultur- 
al and horticultural possibilities.

Work of the Ladies in the 


Free Kindergarten. 


Steady 
Growth of Solf-Imposed 


Tasks'—There Is Need of Relief. 
• More. Roorh—More Teachers. 


(From Saturday's Daily.) 


A regular meeting of the Free Kind- 


ergarten and Children's Aid Associa- 
Ijion was held yesterday morning at 
Queen Emma'hall. 


The different heads of committees 


presented their several reports. Near- 
ly' all felt.the need of more assistance 
in 'looking after the little charges com- 
mitted to their care. 


At Palama it is noticed that it is 


difficult to get mothers to visit the 
kindergarten until the fathers are ap- 
pealed to. 


The head of the Ewa committee re- 


ported that all the children within 
reach of the kindergarten attend it 
"Happy little souls," she said, "are 
those at 'Ewa—their wants few and 
simple." 
The Portuguese Kindergarten ban 
just received a valuable reinforcement, 
in an assistant of tried ability and 
worth. This much desired addition 
comes .through the generosity of one 
who ever bears this work in mind. 


It Is found that in this work, some- 
thing Should be sacrificed. The child- 
ren are many, the teachers few. The 
needs are varied. There are to be at- 
tended to the things physical, the 
things moral and the things menial— 
the body, the 'heart, the head. Shall 
these devoted women be called to prac- 
tice the healing art upon their pupils 
during the first morning hour—while 
the real 'object of the Kindergarten 
waits? Thus is lost some of the en- 
ergy and time so precious to her who 
has heart culture to give. 
Thus, a 


teacher's first office becomes that of 


nurse. Then she acts in her proper 
function, besides being the leader in 
the games, the confidante, the ever- 
present guide and friend. 


About twenty of the ladies interest- 


ed in 'Kindergarten work were present 
at the- meeting, with Mrs. Hyde pre- 
siding. Reports showed the system to 
be in a healthy condition. The need of 
greater accommodations for the child- 
ren becomes more pronounced every 
day, but further extension of the work 
Is impossible without an increased 
number of teachers and the manage- 
ment feel that they will not be justi- 
fied in making such increase until 
there is aa. assured increase of funds 
to meet the additional expense. 


The work being done by this organ- 


ization is of inestimable value to the 
whole community and while the ladies 
are giving freely of their time, as well 
as their money, 'citizens should not 
wait to be called -upon individually be- 
fore, contributing freely to its support.

The month, of departure is

We recall now the elegant words of 


Bisnop Hall, uttered from tbe pulpit on 
tae suuuen death of lovely Princess 
Charlotte in 1817, in whom was the 
hope of the British nation. She like 
<rar own Princess was iborn to fill a 
most conspicuous office. Both in early 
lile were cast down from high posi- 
tion, one 4>y death alone, the other by 
misfortune amd death These are the 
Bishop's words: 


"We measure the heights from which, 


«hey fell, and calculate the extent of 
their loss on a scale proportioned to 
the -same ^e have beett accustomed 
to attscn to the immunities and en- 
joyments Trtiion. it deprives them. 
Hence the misfortunes of princes who 
toave survived their greatness, and ter- 
minated a brUiant career by captivity 
and death, have been selected by poets 
in every age as the bases of those fic- 
tions which are invented for the pur- 
pose of producing commiseration." 


The death of Princess Kaiulani oc- 


cnpies our thoughts now. She carried, 
while living the strangest and most 
authentic romance of tihe native Ha- 
•wafliao life. Her biography, and the 
romance it expressed was known to 
the English speaking race, in all lands, 
and it has sympathized with her in 
iier misfortunes, for which she was not 
'responsible. In thejipok of her life 
only twenty-four (Hthe wlfite pages 
are Inscribed with the eventful story, 
and it is now closed and sealed to 
tuunam eyes. Beyond t!he grave, its 
sequel will be written 


The Princess received the com- 


mendation of all, as time went on 
after the downfall of the Monarch} 
because £he gave evidence of wise re- 
signation to iher misfortune She made 
no Wtter quarrel with her fate, but 
acted iwtih true womanly dignity and 
•we rejected her for it, In spite of 
'differences on political subjects. 


She lies now in her dreamless bed, 


and is ibeyond earthly comfort, and 
all <S»at we can do is to make over 
toer grave a wilderness of flowers, and 
fceep her m pleasant memory

The Federal Jaws governing immi- 


gration especially confer upou the 
.treasury

proval of the Special Agent, adopted 
the narrow and harsh construction of 
the law, and pronounced for exclusion. 
The only liberal and just incident in 
flhe matter was the permission given 
to the Chinese to remain undej re- 
straint until the Secretary of the 
Treasury could review the case. 


The Secretary, acting under the ad- 


vice of the Attorney General, holds 
that the Immigrants contemplated by 
the act of annexation are not tihose 
w&o already have a 
in the country. 


lawful residence 


The Immigration Commissioner, with 


the advice of the Special Agent, took 
the narrow and grossly unjust view 
of the case, and by doing so, commit- 
ted our Territorial government, now 
acting under Federal appointment, to 
aid them in enforcing this view of 
the law. Undoubtedly the contention 
made that our Courts had no juris- 
diction in the matter was correct. 
The moral offense is in the illiberal 
and narrow construction of the act of 
annexation made by the Commissioner.

The warden of the State's prison re- 


signed recently, because- his son was 
sentenced to imprisonment within it. 
The authorities, after looking over the 
i&t of applicants, selected and offered 
the place to Mr. Wolfer, the superin- 
tendent of the State's prison of Min- 
nesota, an- with it offered a large 
salary, 
Mr Wolfer finally declined. 


The place was then offered to Mr. Gar- 
vtn of Indiana, -who held an excellent 
record as assistant superintendent of 
bhe State reformatory. He lias accent- 
ed the otter. The people of tih« State, 
although in favor of the appointment 
of residents only to tihe public offices 
of the State, cordially approve of this 
appointment of a non-resident to the- 
office of warden1 of the State prison. 


With this example before it, it must 


be conceded that Hawaii should not be 
bigoted in the enforcements of home 
rule, and the office of superintendent 
of the 'Reef should be open to any 
non-resident who lias a peremptory 
'call ' to take care of us

admirably conducted its affairs, and

It is not necessary to discuss here 


the moral aspects of these movements. 
There is a significant suggestion in it, 
however, of the close alliance of se- 
cular or political with religious onat- 
'ers. The Romanists olearly saw the 
centralization of .political thought, and 
scientific thought, in the Capital for 
many sufficient reasons, and as they 
are extremely practical and are "busi- 
ness men," they saw that the religious 
centres would in time be established 
there. 


As -by far the majority of educated 


men in America -were, and are Protes- 
tants, it is rather a severe reflection 
on their intelligence and the value of 
their education, that they did not per- 
ceive the probable course of events, 
in advance of tbe Romanists, and act 
promptly in placing bhe 'Protestant 
Churches in the lead. 


The prominent preachers and writers 


amd thinkers of the Protestant faith 
seem to have profoundly discussed 
a hundred abstract propositions in the- 
ology, and ihave spent vast labor in 
throwing up irttrenchments for the de- 
fense of th«* creeds, while tflie Roman- 
ists, sagaciously realizing the intimate 
connection between the spiritual and 
material world, have combined "busi- 
ness" •with religion to their own great 
advantage. 


Nothing illustrates this better than 


the fact that in nearly all of the cities 
of America, the Romanists hold ex-

Second Empire, and once more 
pears in name at least, as a great 
Power. 


While the toast to "France in her 


affliction" refers to the sudden death 
of President Faure, it might well refer 
to Trance in her political affliction. 
Although the Republic will probably 
survive in spite of the internal trou- 
bles, there wall 'be mo peace until the 
vicious system of centralized govern- 
ment is abolished./ 


J. E. C. Bodley in 3ns admirable 


book recently published, declares that 
the French people "have lost their po- 
litical hopefulness, and seem to be 
expecting some disaster. It is almost 
conceded .that parliamentary govern- 
ment in France is a failure as it is 
now conducted, and only by a slow and 
educational process can it be changed 
so as to become a well regulated pow- 
er. Until the French Assembly shall 
cease to nse'lts powers,'in its own sel- 
flaa fat-treats to •strengthen centializ- 
atftsn, there can be little hope of sta- 
ble government. 


(The 
great American Republic owes 


its creation, over a hundred years ago, 
largely to tihe aid and comfort given 
by France. That generosity is quite 
forgotten by the present generation of 
Americans. 
It is, therefore, only a 


gracious act for us to interpret this 
toast as one well suited to express 
the feelings of thoughtful Americans 
towards tihe nation that gave our fore- 
fathers food and arms in the gloomy 
days of tihe Revolution.

, WASHINGTON, Feb. 25.—The bill 
for the reorganization of the army and 
its Increase to 100,000 men was pro 
greasing swimmingly in the Senate late 
this afternoon, when Senator Gormaa 
knocked all calculation!} Into air by a 
speech which he made, and when the 
Senate adjourned this evening Senator 
Hawley admitted to "your correspond- 
ent that the outlook was bad and tihat 
an extra session might have to be 


v called after all. 


"If we can only get a vote," said Mr. 


Hawley, "we can pass the bill, but I 
fear we may not get a rote." 
Senator Gorman its trimming himself 


up for the Presidency, He fought the 
treaty of peace with that flffd in. view, 
and ao well did he carry on that fight 
that 'he whipped *3ie practically soiid 
Democratic vote in the Senate around 
to ihis side, leaving Bryan, who advo- 
cated the ratification of the treaty, in 
the lurch. 
Now Gorman opposes the permanent 


standing /army as a part of his presi- 
dential mominatkm plans. The bill 
now 'before the Senate in a general 
way provides for an army of 100,000 
men until July 1901, when it may be re- 
duced by act of Congress or by the 
President. 
That ds the point of the Gorman 
fight 
This afternoon he asked Sen- 
ator Hawley to accept an amendment 
providing that on July 1, 1901, the 
terms of enlistment of all but regular 
army men shall expire, and that all 
others shall be mustered out. His 
amendment also proposed that all reg- 
ular army men promoted to higher 
rank In this temporary volunteer army 
should be reduced to their present rank 
on July 1,1901, thereby putting the en- 
tire army down to the present peact 


Senator Hawley refused to accept 
that amendment. Then Gorman began 
his fight. He accused the War Depart- 
ment of imcompetency, which nobody 
denied or will deny. He accused Prea- 
ident McKinley of seeking to- get a 
large permanent standing army by 
subterfuge. He accused the President 
of being afraid to trust the next Con- 
gress with increasing the army. He 
said that when the scheme should be 
folly understood the country would be 
amassed, and 3w served notice that BO 
long as his voice •was heard 4n the Sen- 
ate chamber & would oppose this bill. 
That notice was taken as meaning 
that Gorman intends to filibuster 
against the army 'bill during the re- 
maining- five and a half days of the 
present .session of Congress. If he 
sticks to his determination there will 
be an extra session. 
Senator White said tonight that it 


looked bad for the bill, and several 
other Senators expressed the same 
opinion. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 25 —The House 


continued work on the Army appro- 
priation bill today, but failed to com- 
plete it Considerable animosity was 
developed during the debate, and there 
were sharp passages between Grosve-

A telephone message from Camp 


McKinley last evening reported that 
the Ka-pnhulu road was covered with 
water as far as could be seen in the 
direction of Waialae, The depth varied 
but it -was sufficient to render travel 
impossible for some distance. The 
Engineer garrison site was under water 
and all were much inconvenienced. 


Later it was learned that Kapiolani 


park and the race track were flooded. 
A party from town drove out to inves- 
tigate* They succeeded with difficulty 
in making their way to the race track 
as there was water all over. 


In the open space of the race track 


the water was all of three feet deep. 
The track itself, which is elevated 
somewhat, was under water, excepting 
at the first turn. 


In the racing paddocks there were 


about thirty head of horses. These 
were all brought away, most of them 
to town. There was a regular flood 
scene with the oats and sacks and hay 
and all kinds of sundries floating 
around in the water. 


The flood seemed to confine itself 


more to the track and vicinity than 
any place else. The premises of H. J. 
Nolte and Cecil Brown and others 
were untouched. 


The rising of the water was caused 


by heavy rains in Manoa and Palol* 
valley&x There is a clear sweep for 
water from that section and an un- 
usually heavy downfall is likely to 
cause more or less of a flood. 


There was not much damage. The 


race course will need some extra at- 
tention on account of washing of the 
water. In the vicinity of the grand 
stand was where the water was deep- 
est There tts depth was about three 
feet 


The rice and banana plantations be-

roads for a distance of two miles wera 
heavily flooded and all of the Chinese

money. They were greatly distressed 
of mind and men. women and childretf 
were all working hard to divert the 
torrents. 


The storm which started Sunday 


with a heavy wind, continued through- 
out yesterday. The wind changed to 
rain and this camejdown in sheets. 


The waters of Nuuann creek rose 


considerably during the day. but not 
enough to cause any alarm. Moanalua 
creek, which was reported last night 
to be rising, remained about the same 
during the day. 


As far as heard from the storm was 


general on this side of the island, yes- 
terday great torrents of rain

throughout Nuuanu valley. The streets 
of the city were flowing with water. 


No damage has been done as far as 


heard from. The wind of Sunday sue-! 
ceeded in uprooting several trees andi 
in tearing off the branches of others. 
The sea has been very rough and It is 
thought that severe weather will be 
encountered by the island boats.

NARROW ESCAPE OF TOURISTS 


A Native's Swimming Feat-Tak«s a 


Child to the Shore—Well Known 


Travelers — Suggestions. 


A party of tourists, including Capt. 


J. H. Stearns and his eight-year-old 
daughter, of Chicago, and Mr. and Mrs. 
Robt. E. Strahorn, of Boston, had an 
experience at Waikiki Saturday after- 
noon that they will not soon forget. 
They were taking a surf ride with two 
natives to handle-the canoe and while 
at the furthest point off shore, probably 
a third of a mite out, Buffered a com- 
plete capsize and "wreck in about twen- 
ty-five feet of water. 


Mr. Strahorn, -who was in the front 


end of the canoe, says they had partly 
nurned to "make the da&h for shore on 
the crest of a hug« wave. Instead of 
going with it the prow was sent to- 
ward the bottom by an elevation of 
about forty-five degrees from the rear 
and then they were turned over almost 
endways by the giamt wave, which also 
twisted off the outrigger as though it 
were a pipestem and carried it out of 
reach. 


On coming to the surface all man- 


aged to get to the boat's slippery bot- 
tom turned upward. They had Just 
grasped this -when another great wave 
rolled over them, washing the Stra- 
horns off. This dangerous experience 
was repeated again and again by other 
heavy "rollers" quickly following, but 
finally when both were nearly exhaust- 
ed Mr. Strahorn succeeded in helping 
his wife astride the still overturned 
canoe, where she lay more securely 
with a firm hold •with both hands on 
the gunwales under water. 


Meanwhile Capt. Stearns, who is of 


powerful build, but cannot swim, had 
managed to cling to the other end of 
the boat, while one of the natives swam 
gallantly ashore with the little girt. 
How this superb swimmer and this 
precious burden were received by the 
nearly frantic mother of the child, who 
had witnessed the whole proceeding 
from shore, can possibly be imagined. 


The balance of the party finally man- 


aged to right the canoe and direct it to 
shore by paddling alongside, and also 
managed to recover the broken out- 
rigger. 
Considering the unusually heavy sea 


and high tide which had the effeqt of 
extending deep water pretty close\ in- 
shore and also the fact that only one 
of the pfcrty could swim, and he in 
delicate health, it looks like a very 
narrow escape and sounds a note of 
warning. 
These people are famous traveler* 


and in a general way are no doubt as 
able to care for themselves as the av- 
erage 
Capt. Stearns has seen aibout 


every form of "roughing it" known, 
and "the Strahorns have made some 
notable canoe trips in American wilds, 
aggregating many hundreds of miles, 
to say nothing of fifteen 
or twenty 


thousand miles by stage and saddle 
They are most enthusiastic admirers of 
Hawaii's many attractions, but on the 
subject of this accident Mr. Strahorn 


printed matter toeing raased from1 18 
morome to 20 momme. It la proposed 
that these amendments shall take ef- 
fect Irom April 1st. Telegraipfb, charges 
and railway fares will be raided simul- 
taneously with the postage. 


There las ibeen considerable objec-

These 
come from all parts of Europe—one or 
two from the United States. All the 
etters received are not from sympa- 
thizers. In one there came a bit of 
rope and a rough sketch, of a man ba- 
ng hanged. "This is what you ought 
;o suffer," says the writer. 


The cantonal penitentiary of Geneva, 


the Bveche, is a gloomy gray stone 
building bard by the famous old Ca- 
hedral church of St. Pierre (the church 
cf John Calvin) in the Rue de 1' Eveche. 
Some fifty prisoners are confined there 
at present—all -males. Of these only 
one is a life prisoner, a parricide who 
has already passed sixteen years in his 
cell.

country are making Strenuous efforts

. Capital of the United States. No one 


can question the wisdom of such ef- 
forts, and it Is therefore of the utmost 
Importance, for the sake of the Church 
in America, that our Cathedral ihere 
should be built at the earliest possible 
moment. 
To this end It is imperative that in- 
terest be aroused 
in the 
project 


throughout the -length and 'breadth of 
the land. 
. 


Much was done in -this •direction at 
the recent session of the General Con- 
vention in this city. The impressive 
service at the raising of the Peace 
Cross on the Cathedral Qrounds' was 
distinctly national in character and.in 
the profound effect which it produced^ 
And the formal action taken by both 
Houses of the Convention was in ef- 
' feet to bring the matter directly to the 
attention of the entire Church. In ac- 
cordance with such action, the remains 
of Bishop Claggett were translated to 
the Cathedral grounds upon the Feast 
of All Saints,-,with appropriate eere- 
moniaL Btenop Claggett was not only 
the first Bishop of Maryland, but also 


.. the first Bishop consecrated in the New 
World discovered 'by Columbus. It is 
therefore eminently fitting that -his 
body should be the first to find its final 
resting-place in the Cathedral at-the 
Capital of the country, which is. des- 
tined to be the representative Cathed- 
ral of all American Protestanism. 


Thirty acres of laud have been se- 
, cured. Jfor the Cathedral foundation. 
The site is the very 'beat in tte whole 
District of Columbia, It is Nearly four 


- hundred feet above the lowest part of 
- the city, and is not much farther from 


the White House and Treasury Depart- 
ment than Westminster Abbey, in 
London, is from the Bank of England. 
$145,000 of the purchase price still re- 
mains on bond and mortgage. While 
this amount would be met by 145 sub- 
scriptions of $1,000 each, it is far more 
desirable that it be raised by $10, or ?5, 
or even ?1 subscriptions. To this end 
a plan has been adopted by which every 
subscriber who give.s one dollar or 
more for the purchase of .this land is in 
fact purchasing and .donating to the 
Cathedral for every dollar subscribed 
five square feet of the present site.
